Now capitalism, being a manifestation of fallible 
human nature, has its deplorable limitations. But 
it does get all but a very few of us enough-te eat 
and wherewithal to be clothed. Under its régime 
many miseries and cruelties have. flourished and 
still flourish. But there is no capitalist society now 
existing in which human suffering and deprivation 
‘prevail on the scale disclosed by bolshevik Russia. 
We must make allowance for the consequences of 
the war. But they are consequences which have 
fallen heavily upon other countries. They do not 


Russia's tremendous human and material resources 
for nearly four years. It is true they have been 
m beset by foreign invasion and internal revolt. But 
pther nations have kept going through similar 
Dbulations. Revolutionary France had almoat 
all the armies of Europe on her back and counter 
eco- 
nomic, financial, and social framework had been 
shattered by the revolutionary convulsion. Bur 
‘ French society continued to function and the 
elements of civilized living were maintained. 
The Russian situation was created by doo- 
trinaires who did not wnderstand the forces in 
human life which must be respected if we are to

When the farger is selling his hogs in Chicago 
at around $7 a hundred that alone is enough to 
make him indignant. When the consumer learns: 
that pork loins are selling at the stockyards for 
15 to 20 cents a pound and ts forced to pay 40 
eents a pound for a roast, he has a right to be 
indignant. There can be no doubt of profiteering. 
No talk of the demand for choice cuts can cover 
it up. When the retailer buys a idn for 16 or | 
20 cents a pound and sells it for 40 cents he is 
losing nothing on the public’s dislike of cheap | 
cuts. Many shops never carry a cheap cut. It is, 
profiteerin& pure and simple. 

That the farmer is not getting a square deal 
is indicated not by the variation between his sell- 
ing price and the stockyards selling price, but 
between his price and the retai] price. The big 
jump “comes in the shop of the retailer. That 
hits the consumer as hard as the farmer. It 
cannot be overcome by wholesale marketing soit 
cilations. It can be overcome only in the retail 
shops where the excess profit is taken. 

If the farmer could arrange to retail] his meat 
products in Chicago it would take up the slack. 
If even the packers could retail] the meat which 
they now wholesale at 15 cents a pound they could 
take up the slack. If they did so and were con- 
tent with a reasonable retail) profit it would re- 
lieve them of any fear of direct wholesale competi- 
tion by farmers’ marketing organizations because 
the farmer could get a profit without such organ- 
izations.

The only place in Cook county where 
ft would seem that any real estimate 
as to the proportion which the value 
of personal property bears to the value 
of the real estate could be made would 
be in the Probate court, where execu- 
tors and administrators are required 
to file a comp'ete inventory of the en- 
tire estates of decedents. 

For the first time in the history of 
hig office Mr. Devine has had al) valua- 
tions shown in inventories filed, 
checked, and arranged into a compre- 
hensive mass of figures. 

“The assessed valuation for real 
property for last year in round figures 
was $1,272,000,000,” said Mr. Devine, 
“and for personal property $414,000.- 
0, giving a proportion of three times 
the value for real estate as that given 
for personal property. I’m informed 
thit this year the proportion of real 
edate to personal property assessed 
wil be about three or four to one. 

What the Figures Show. 

“The figures in the Probate court in- 
diate complete reversal of this, and 
the proportion of personal property to 
mal estnte“is about four to one. In 
ther words, if the proportions for the 
Est year in the Probate court are nor- 
mal, then only one-twelfth to one-six- 
teenth of the personal property in Coox 
county is assessed for taxation, and 
eleven-twelfths to fifteen-sixteenths es- 
capes taxation altogether. 


persona! property assessed for the last 
year only constituted one-twelfth of 
the whole, if all the personal property 
were assessed it would give an as- 
‘sessed valuation of approximately $5,-
